Began coaching career at AMA 


Claiborne goes to Hall of Fame 


Jerry Claiborne, who began his 
coaching career at Augusta Military 
Academy and went on to be Coach of 
the Year in 3 different college football 
conferences, will be inducted into the 
American Football Coaches Association 
College Hall of Fame in December. 

As head football and basketball coach 
at AMA, Claiborne won the Virginia 
State Championship in both sports in 
just 2 years. 

From Augusta, he went on to be an 
assistant to Coach Paul “Bear” Bryant at 
Kentucky, Texas A&M, and finally at 
Alabama. He also was assistant coach 
at Missouri and Colorado before 
becoming head coach at Virginia Tech 
where, in 10 seasons, he guided the 
Hokies to a 61-39-2 record and 2 
appearances in the Liberty Bowl, a 
record which earned his first Coach of 
the Year Award, this one in the 
Southern Conference. 

Claiborne moved on to Maryland 
where from 1972 to 1981, the Terps 
played in 7 bowl games, and he was 
Coach of the Year in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference. He was also the National 
Football Coach of the Year in the 1974 
Sporting News. 

Back in Kentucky 

In 1982, he went home to Kentucky 
where another rebuilding job awaited 
him. His 1982 Wildcats went 0-10-1, but 
the 1983 Kentucky team went 6-5-1 with 
a trip to the Hall of Fame Bowl. And 
Claiborne was Coach of the Year in the 
Southeastern Conference. 

Claiborne retired with a record of 179- 
122-8 in 28 seasons as a college head 
coach, the 21" best record in the NCAA. 

Claiborne began his athletic career as 
a 4-letter man at Hopkinsville, KY High 
School. His athletic ability and his good 
grades got him a full scholarship at the 
University of Kentucky where he played 
under Coach Bryant. 

He earned 3 letters as a defensive 
back, blocking back, and end at UK and 
helped the Wildcats to a 29-12-2 record 
during his 4 years there, earning them 
a place in the Orange and Great Lake 
Bowls. 

Claiborne accumulated a 2.7 grade 
point average (on a 3.0 grading system) 
and graduated from UK in 1950 with

"High Distinction." He was named the 
outstanding senior in the College of 
Education. 
Starts at AMA 

Fresh out of college, Claiborne met 
with Colonel Charles Roller who saw 
greatness in the young 
man. With all of the 
honors Coach Claiborne 
earned over his career, he 
confided to Colonel Will 
Parkins, ‘35, that he 
would “not trade my 2 
years at AMA for any 
other 2 years of my 
career. That first year, 
living in barracks, 
teaching 4 classes, \ 
having 8” grade study 
hall, coaching football and 
basketball, being Officer 
of the Day... It kept me 
busy but | gained so much which 
helped me later in life. Being able to 
keep up with Colonel Roller was itself 
a full time job!” 

Accent on education 

Claiborne’s players registered top 
academic honors over the years. Four 
of his players at Maryland and 2

Wildcats earned Academic All-America 
honors. Claiborne's 1989 Kentucky 
team set a Southeastern Conference 
record by placing 17 players on the 
SEC Academic Honor Roll. “Seeing 
young men have success after football 
has been the best part of my 
coaching career,” says Coach 
Claiborne. 

Two other coaches will be 
inducted into the Hall of Fame 
with Claiborne: San Diego 
Chargers Head Coach Don 
Coryell and former Arizona, 
Purdue and Army Head 
Coach Jim Young. 

Among the players to be 
inducted is Defensive Back 
Frank Loria who played under 
Claiborne at Virginia Tech. 
Loria, a 2-time All American 
at Tech, was later offensive 
coordinator at Marshall and died in a 
1970 plane crash that killed most of the 
Marshall football team. 

Also killed in that Marshall crash was 
Parker Ward, ‘54, a Marshall College 
football “booster.” At the time of his 
death, Ward was President of the AMA 
Alumni Association.

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SPC TLIGHT on TOM ROLLER, 36 


The 1918 yearbook included a calendar of events for the 
school year 1917-18. The entry for 22 November 1917 says: 
“Colonel enters the school room all smiles. It's A BOY!" 
“Colonel” was Colonel Thomas Jacob Roller, the son 
of AMA's founder and the brother of Major/Colonel/ 
General Charles Roller, Jr. The “BOY” was Thomas 
Antrim Roller, later of the Class of 1936. 

Colonel Tom and Major Charles had taken over AMA 
after their father had passed away in 1907. Together, 
the brothers ran the school until Tom died unexpectedly 
at his son Tom's Florida home in March of 1946 

Young Tom was born in Beaumont, the lovely white 
house next to the track around the drill field. After 
grammar school, he was “shipped off” to Augusta, about 
100 yards away. “! stayed at home at first, but then Dad 
thought it best for me to move into barracks and get 
involved in the life of The Corps,“ Tom remembers. 

Cadet Corps leader 

And he did get involved! He won an intramural boxing 
medal, played varsity football, won the Latin and 
Spanish Medals his 4" year, and was on the varsity 
wrestling team. Tom was a member of the Honor 
Committee for both of his last 2 years as a cadet, was 
literary editor of the 1935 Recall, and was President of 
the YMCA. 

He was elected to 4d Astra in his junior year and was 
First Captain and Commander of A Company his senior 
year. His fellow cadets also elected him President of the 
Honor Committee. 

“! was most proud of the fact that my fellow cadets 
elected me ‘most popular old man," Roller says. “/

thought it would be,” he recalls. 

When a friend invited him to Florida to go into the real 
estate business, Tom left the FBI behind. In Fort Lauderdale, 
Tom not only dabbled 
in real estate, he 
bought a restaurant. He 
did well in the Florida 
sun until a wind blew in 
from Texas with the 
smell of oil! Tom soon 
moved to Houston to 
begin a career in oil 


and gas exploration 
which continues until 
this day. 


He prospected and 
searched for oil and 
gas in Texas, Colorado, 
Oklahoma, and New 
Mexico, Each career 
move took him a little 


farther away from 
Virginia. He moved to 
Colorado where he 


founded and was Presi- 
dent of Sabena Oil. He 
later got into uranium 
mining in New Mexico, 
but never got far from 


the oil business. 
He moved to South- 


always felt that | had to do my best because my name 

is Roller and | didn't want anyone to be able to say that | had 
gotten some honor because of my father.” Testifying to his 
commitment, Tom finished his 4 years at AMA as number 2 in 
academics. 

After Tom graduated from AMA, he went to the University 
of Virginia and after graduating, came back to Augusta to 
teach math and aeronautics in 1940-41. (It was he who set 
up the Link trainer in the new academic building next to 
Hoover Hall) World War II saw Tom called into the Army Air 
Corps. He was sent to the Pacific and flew missions in Burma, 
China and over The Hump. 

Back to AMA 

With the war over, Captain 
Tom Roller, USAF, came back to 
Augusta in the Fall of 1945 to 
resume teaching. In the Spring of 
the next year, his father died. “If 
Dad had lived, | probably would 
have stayed on at AMA,” Tom 
says, Instead, he applied for and 
was accepted as an FBI agent. 
He was sent first to Newark, NJ, 
then to Pittsburgh. “There was so 
much paper work as an FBI 
agent. It wasn't at all what | had

ern California in 1973,

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40" anniversary approaching 


Sole survivor of plane accident 
plans memorial near crash site 


The lone survivor of a commercial 
airliner crash on 30 October 1959 
plans to erect a memorial to the 23 
passengers and 3 crew members who 
were killed in the crash. 

40 years ago, Phil Bradley, ‘50, lay 
seriously injured on an Albemarle 
County (VA) mountainside for nearly 
38 hours before rescue crews finally 
located the wreck. They had expected 
to find no one alive. 

Now, Bradley is erecting a memorial 
to the 26 people who did lose their 
lives when Piedmont Airlines flight 
349 smashed into a rugged mountain- 
top as the pilot struggled to find the 
Charlottesville airport. 

Feels an attachment 

Bradley says that he has felt “an 
attachment to those people who died. 
| owe them something. For a long 
time, | have wanted to do something 
and now | am in a position to act.” 

Bradley has retired as a federal 
labor dispute negotiator and now lives 
in Monroe, NC. He has been back to 
Virginia several times this year lobby- 
ing the Albemarle County Board of 
Supervisors to approve his request for 
a memorial, The Mint Springs Valley 
Park outside Crozet will be the site for 
the memorial, approved by the Board 
this past June. 

A rose colored granite plaque with 
the victims’ names and home towns 
will be placed in a covered structure 
surrounded by a wide brick path and 
lots of plantings. Bradley is doing 
some of the work on the monument 
himself and hopes to have it finished 
by 30 October, the 40" anniversary of 
the crash. 

Details of crash 

Last year, Bradley published Sole 
Survivor of Flight 349 detailing his 
memories of the crash and his wait to 
be rescued. He had been returning 
home from a business trip to Okla- 
homa City and had missed his 
connection to Roanoke. He was the 
very last stand-by passenger to board 


Flight 349 and he ended up in the last 
row on the DC-3. The flight originated 
in Washington, DC and was to stop in 
Charlottesville and Lynchburg on the 
way to Roanoke, its final destination. 

None of the passengers knew that 
anything was wrong as the plane be- 
gan its descent into Charlottesville. 
Apparently, the pilot thought he had 
cleared Bucks Elbow Mountain, but 
the plane struck some 500 feet below 
the mountain's 3,100 foot summit. 

The first indication of trouble was 
when the twin engine plane brushed 
the treetops. Moments later, it hit 
cutting a swath 60 feet wide and 140 
feet long. Most passengers were 
hurled forward toward the cockpit, but 
Bradley's seat burst through an 
opening in the fuselage, landing in a 
clearing. 

Loud, roaring sound 

In his book, Bradley says: “While | 
was being propelled through the air, 
! remember a loud, roaring sound like 
an ocean of angry waves breaking 
upon a beach. The next thing | knew, 
my face smacked on the ground and 
| was trying to remove dirt and leaves 
from my mouth...” 

The ejection from the plane had 
dislocated Bradley's hip and he was 
unable to move. There he lay from 
about 8:40 PM on Friday until he was

found early Sunday morning. He 
credits his World War II experiences 
with helping him through the ordeal, 
(He had been part of the D-Day 
invasion of Normandy, serving in the 
military before he came to AMA). He 
managed to snag 2 coats from a tree 
by using a long stick, then covered 
himself to await rescue. 

Rescuers had to carry him down 
the mountainside where he was rush- 
ed to the University of Virginia Hos- 
pital. Now, 4 decades later, Bradley is 
using the proceeds from the sales of 
his book to help pay for the monu- 
ment in Mint Springs Valley Park. 

AMA activities 

Bradley is a Clifton Forge native 
and lived there when he attended 
Augusta. He was in Headquarters 
Company and played varsity football 
and intramural basketball 

“This was the first U.S. commercial 
airline accident to have only a single 
survivor," Bradley told the Roanoke 
Times. “People thought that was 
something... | was just grateful to be 
alive. Some people have told me they 
could never have survived, but you 
dont know that until you get into a 
situation like this.” 

Now, the man who defied the odds, 
honors the others whose lives ended 
on the mountainside 40 years ago.

The “Sidewinder” - AMA player 
pioneered soccer style kicking

Denver, 25 October 1998. 

Jason Elam approached the ball from 2 yards to the 
left and 8 yards behind the line of scrimmage where 
his Bronco teammates were locked in a mighty 
struggle with the Jacksonville Jaguars. 

His holder, Tom Rouen caught the precision-like 
snap from Denver center, David 
Diaz-Infante, twisted the lace 
threads away from Elam and held 
the football perfectly with the tips 
of two fingers. With a thud, 
caused by Elam's powerful foot 
meeting leather, the ball traveled 
upfield towards the white uprights 
of the goal post some 63 yards 
away. 

Elam had to dodge a huge de- 
fensive lineman to follow the ball's 
flight. He even broke into a sprint 
downfield, mentally assisting the ball 
towards the goal posts. As the ball 
crested the crossbar, Elam went into 
the NFL's record books, tying the 
record set by New Orleans’ Tom 
Dempsey against Detroit on 8

New kicking style 

What made this field goal unique is 
that the NFL record is now shared by 
the old traditional, straight-on type 
kicker, Dempsey, and the newer, 
soccer-style place kicker, Elam. Elam's field goal coming 
with but 4 seconds left in the 1* half of the October game 
in Denver's Mile High Stadium. 

Football purists are now attempting to determine when 
the metamorphosis of this new kicking style was begun and 
by whom. Older NFL fans surely remember the straight-on 
kickers like Cleveland’s Lou (The Toe) Groza, George 
Blanda and the Vikings’ Fred Cox, all who made kicking a 
completely different facet of the game. 

Most older fans will also remember the initial corps of 
soccer-style kickers or “sidewinders” as they were called, 
such as the 1964 Buffalo Bills’ Hungarian-born kicker, Pete 
Gogolack. Then Miami's Garo Yepremian and his infamous 
muffed attempt in the '72 Super Bowl against the Redskins 
that turned into an intercepted pass and the Redskins’ only 
score. Later, there were Seattle's Efren Herrera, Kansas

City's Jan Stenarud, New Orleans’ Mort Andersen and 

Philadelphia's Tony Franklin. Franklin, a Big Springs, Texas 

native, had learned to kick field goals and extra points 

barefooted. These specialists were the headliners of the 

‘60s and '70s and they perfected the soccer-style place 

kick which nearly every kicker was to use thereafter. 
Trend began in 1958 

However, one would have to travel all the way back to 
Cumberland, Maryland in 1958 to find the real pioneer of 
the great Sidewinders. The Allegany 
High Schoo! Campers’ Harold (Bud) 
Allison (5’9" and 150 pounds), 
began his unorthodox kicking style in 
his junior year after transferring from 
Flintstone High, where he had been 
@ standout on the soccer and base- 
ball teams. 

Had Allegany High had a soccer 
team, Allison's prowess as a kicker 
may never have come to fruition 
Says Allison, “soccer is more rugged 
than our style of football, because 
soccer players don't wear all that 
protective equipment." Then he 
added, "in soccer, you go full tilt 
continuously. There are no time-outs 
or huddles to set up the next play." 

Allison comes to AMA 

For his senior year, Allison, headed 
south into the Shenandoah Valley 
where he was enrolled at AMA 
There he learned an entirely new 
offensive operation. As a halfback, he 
had those “fast feet" that coaches 
dream of, but what really had 
Augusta's Head Coach Bill Ralph salivating, was Bud's 
unorthodox, but highly efficient kicking method. “Allie could 
drill it,” said Ralph in a recent interview. 

In the 1959 season at Augusta, Allison had a phe- 
nomenal set of kicking statistics and set some Military 
School League records along the way. One such 
memorable occasion was against Rock Hill Academy. In 
that 34-7 rout, Allison booted a 47-yarder, a still standing 
record for a prep school kicker. Bud added another FG and 
a total of 4 EPs in that game. His season total was 29 
points. AMA had 5 wins, only a single loss, but 3 ties 
With his kicking accuracy, Allison often made the difference 
in the final outcome for the Blue Streaks. 

One of AMA's biggest advantages was that Allison saw 
duty as a runner as well. On seeing Allison line up in the 
backfield, the opponents assumed run, but the secret 
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weapon was Bud's amazing success with the quick kick, 
which was often used on third down to put surprised 
opponents deep within their own territory. 

Recalls years at Augusta 

The following year, Allison helped other AMA stalwarts 
such as Bob Gevrekian, Ed Trott and Wayne Blaylock to 
complete a 4-5-1 record. He added soccer style FGs of 35 
and 25 yards for a total of 32 points including a PAT after 
a 40 yard TD run. 

During a recent visit with Bud, it 
was hard to recast him in the role 
of a happy-go-lucky spirit of those 
schoolboy days. The dark hair 
has faded to silver and a neatly 
trimmed beard is sported on the 
jaw line of the President and CEO 
of Westech, Inc. Allison's com- 
pany designs and manufactures 
heavy equipment for the mining 
and construction industries. One 
of their biggest customers is 
Caterpillar. 

During his first year at AMA, 
Bud lived in Big Barracks and 
roomed with Barnes Townsend. 
Looking back, Allison almost 
stifled an easy smile while 
rekindling his memories of that 
initial year at AMA. His ineptness 
in dealing with the military school 
lifestyle was easily overcome by 
his success on the Blue Streaks’ 
football, wrestling and baseball 
teams. Allison recently said that 
among his fondest memories of 
AMA were General Roller and 
“taking the ball to the Big Boy." 

Research came up with no 
other school or league where this 
practice has ever been allowed. 
You would have to understand the commanding presence 
of Roller to realize why it was allowed. Known to his 
students as “BIG BOY", General Charles S. Roller, Jr. 
AMA's owner, would sit in his office chair that was placed 
in the end zone for every home football game. (Photo on 
page 2) While Roller beckoned with his arms, the spirited 
AMA Cadets and fans chanted out in frenzied unison, 
“Take the ball to Big Boy.” The Blue Streak eleven were 
usually whipped into dazzling offensive maneuvers which 
often ended with a touchdown. The scorer, in a response 
to General Roller and the fans, would present the footbali 
to the Big Boy. 

“The molding of young men from all over the world and 
from different walks of life into a cohesive unit and the 
establishing of AMA pride into each and every one of them 
made a deep impression on me,” Allison said of his 2 
years at Augusta. 

He added, “and | had a chance to meet those young 
men, live together, play sports, go to classes and mature

Colleges take a look 

During his 2” year at AMA, he continued working on his 
kicking & punting skills, getting off one punt for 62 yards. 
Allison was a CW in that second year. His humor and late 
night pranks continually rocked CW Barracks. Bud's 
roommates that year were Ron Baker and Al Tanara. 

In the spring of his senior year, 
Allison was contacted by several 
colleges including Virginia, 
Maryland and Virginia Tech 
UT-Chattanooga Head Coach 
Scrappy Moore, had a great deal 
of interest in Bud's overall football 
ability. After Moore was furnished 
glowing reports from General 
Roller and Coach Ralph, a trip to 
the Chattanooga campus was 
arranged. By the end of an 
impressive visit with UC coaches 
and players, coupled with an 
opportunity to play varsity ball as 
a freshman, the scales were tilted 
in UC's favor and Allison was 
offered and signed a_ full 
Grant-In-Aid. 

At Chattanooga, Bud saw 
action as a regular halfback and 
shared kicking duties with Jim 
Bradshaw who eventually punted 
for the Pittsburgh Steelers. How- 
ever, by the second game of the 
~~ season, Bud had taken over both 
kicking duties. 

Against the perennial SEC 
powerhouse, Ole Miss, Allison 
kicked two field goals and one in 
the Middle Tennessee State 
game, while adding a 46 yard 
quick kick against Tennessee Tech. His kicking coach at 
Chattanooga was Joe Geri. In a 1961 interview, Geri said, 
“Bud is in the top group of halfbacks on his other football 
abilities, but he can quick kick as fast as any that | have 
ever seen.” As a varsity player in his freshman year, Allison 
got to play against the SEC's best: Auburn, Tennessee, 
Vanderbilt and Old Miss . 

If Tennessee Tech was surprised, the sportswriters 
covering the game were even more so. After that game 
the writers asked Head Coach Scrappy Moore, when did 
UC start quick kicking and Moore responded, “Unless you 
have a capable man to handle it, the quick kick is not used 
very much. A blocked quick kick is suicide.” 

Obviously Scrappy Moore had abiding faith in Bud 
Allison's abilities as he got enough playing time to earn his 
varsity letter as a freshman on the squad. 

Baseball during the summer 
During the next summer, Bud played semi-pro baseball

according to Jon 
Cesafsky of Lynchburg, 
supervisor of the work 
being done to turn the old 
house into the AMA 
Alumni House = and 
Museum. A ribbon-cutting 
dedication is set for 
Saturday 6 May during 
Reunion 2000. 

Since the 1999 reunion, 
the house has been 
stripped to its skeleton. 
The front porch has been 
removed, windows have 
been repaired or re- 
placed, and the bay win- 
dow (to the left as you 
face the front of the 
house) has been jacked 
up to eliminate a century 
old sag. The exterior has 
had a primer coat and its first coat of 
fresh paint in many years. 

A sprinkler system was installed in 
early September and heating and air 
conditioning work was under way in 
late September. The installation of a 
new copper roof gets underway in 
October. Cesafsky had postponed this 
project because of the unbearable 
heat of the past summer. “Installing a 
copper roof in the summer is pretty 
much like working in a frying pan.” 

Porch will be restored 

In tearing out the front porch, the 
original 1870 brick piers were found 
intact. The porch will be restored to its 
1870 look with a latticed balustrade 
atop the flat roof. (see 1888 photo on 
page 15) 

The AMA Alumni Association is 
leasing the house from the United 
Pentecostal Churches, the owners of 
AMA's buildings and grounds. The 
church group has required that the 
house be separated from the Mess 
Hall and Deane’s Castle. “We will 
save the Band Room and actually 
end up with 2 more rooms than in our 
original estimate,” Cesafsky said. 

The oldest part of the Mess Hall 
was built before 1880. Three layers of

floors were found in parts of the Mess 
Hall connecting to the house. 

All of the downstairs rooms had 
fireplaces or at least a chimney which 
might have accommodated a wood 
stove. A beautiful mantel was un- 
covered as was exquisite tile work. 

While 1870 is generally believed to 
be the year when Professor Charles 
S. Roller, Sr. built the house for his 
family, Cesafsky believes the struc- 


The Big Boy’s name 
hidden for 104 years 


While working on the house 
where General Roller was born, 
Cesafsky came across a board 
which had been nailed to the attic 
floor. On the board, in ink, were 
scrawied the names of J. Kibier 
and C. Roller, and the date, May 
25, 1895. 

The Big Boy would have been 
an AMA cadet when he left his 
name in the dark of the Roller- 


ture could have been 
erected as early as 1868. 
As previously noted, the 
first part of the Mess Hall 
is believed to have been 
built around 1880 and a 
sizeable stable was lo- 
cated behind that. 

“We have been 
amazed at some of the 
things we have found 
while tearing out the old 


walls,” Cesafsky says. 
“For one thing, the 
spaces between the 


interior and exterior walls 
in what used to be the 
Band Room were filled 
with beer cans and liquor 
bottles. We still are trying 
to figure out how they got 
them in there!” 

The remodelers also 
found a watering trough under the 
rear of the house where the stable 
had been located. Cesafsky thinks the 
trough was in place by 1870. The 
original limestone foundation of the 
house also has been uncovered. 

Interesting projects 

“All through the house, we have 
found the ‘ghosts’ of previous walls 
and doomays,” Cesafsky reports. “It 
is a very interesting project!” 

Cesafsky knows something about 
interesting projects. He was on the 
team that restored Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s Poplar Forest retreat in Bedford 
County, VA. 

Cesafsky expressed appreciation to 
Ed Click, ‘50, Tommy Simmons, ‘53, 
Terry Snow, ‘58, and LTC Steve 
Trent, ‘70. “/t's an honor working with 
these fellows,” he said. 

At the same time, Cesafsky says he 
now knows what it must have been 
like “to be braced like a new cadet. 
We have had some very interesting 
challenges, but | am confident that all 
will be in readiness for the official 
ribbon-cutting next May.” 

AMA Alumni Association officials 
hope to open Alumni House debt-free. 
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Board told funds are 
running behind for the 
alumni house/museum 


The AMA Alumni Board of Directors 
met Saturday 18 September at the Old 
Stone Church to hear that fund raising 
for the creation of the AMA Alumni 
House and Museum is running behind 
expenses. 

Despite many assurances of contribu- 
tions at the May reunion, the money has 
not come in as promised. “The county is 
requiring a sprinkler system and an 
engineer-generated site plan,” said 
Goodloe Saunders, ‘57, President of 
the alumni association. 

“Heating, electric and plumbing con- 
tractors require payment when they 
complete their work, and we haven't | 
gotten the cash flow we had anticipated 
to meet these pressing needs. The 
separation of the house from the mess 
hall as required by the property owners 
will cost more than we had anticipated.”

Saunders said that many alumni have 
talked with him over the years about 
having an AMA Museum and Alumni 
House. “Most of these fellows said that 
when we had a plan in place, the money 
would come. Well, they are driving nails, 
painting and putting on a new roof now. 
We not only have a plan in place, we 
are moving boldly ahead to have the 
remodel done in time for Reunion 2000. 
Anyone who has ever thought about 
contributing to an AMA Alumni House 
and Museum needs to make such a 
commitment now!"

The Memorial has 
a diamond before the name of anyone known to be dead, 
but there are 1300 + marks for those still unaccounted for.

In May, the Cowboys asked Allison to kick and punt for 
them at a tryout in Canton, Ohio. That tryout was 
conducted in a driving rainstorm.

“Holding for a soccer style 
kicker is more difficult because 
of the tilt of the ball at precisely 
the right angle”, said Allison 
Agajanian insisted that Allison 
switch to the straight on method 
of kicking.

Allison attributed his success in the 3-pointers to his return 
to the soccer style placements. In 1969, his success was 
such that he was selected to the All Central Division of the 
league as a kicking specialist for his 10 field goals and 44 
extra points. At season’s end, Bud was again contacted by 
the NFL's Steelers and Packers. Each team was interested 
but with no assurances and with the propects of his 
pending marriage, Allison opted for employment with an 
Omaha engineering firm. 

In June of 1969, Bud married Colleen O'Hara, a speech
